SEOUL, Korea. Nov 19 — A 
serious disagreement among com- 
mandere of the fighting forces sent 
by United Nations members to 
Kores became known here Sunday 
ae Col. Mariano CC.

Substantiating front-line reports. 
Col. Azurin said Sunday: 

“The morale of our troops is 
very low. They have never been in 
even a mild climate before.” I will 
not remark on the shortage of 
Winter clothing, because that 
might have repercussions in the 
relations between my country and 
yours,” 

Front-line report« from the 
Philippines sector of the freezing 
fighting front said that in viola- 
tion of the United Nations agree- 
ments on the military levels. most 
Filipino troops have been trans- 
ferred from Col. Azurin's com- 
mand to that of Brig. Gen. Bowen 
commander of the Unjted States 
With Airborne Regimental Com- 
bat team. It was previously uAder- 
stood by various United Nations 
contingent commanders that thet 
unite would fight as intact groups 
and would not be farmed out 
piecemeal to other commands. 

Other front-line reports = said 
that the Filipinos were suffering 
particulariv from the § subvzero 
weather temperatures and the lack 
of adequate Winter clothing. Un- 
confirmed reports added that the 
Filipinos were suffering high cas- 
tralties due to the weather, with 
scores out of action with pneu- 
monia, frostbite and trenchfoot 

The Senator's visit here followed 
an official radio report from Col 
Azurin to President Elidio Quirino 
reghrding the condition of his 
troops and their deployment on 
the battlefront.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19-—~(7)— 
The Federal Reserve Board Sun- 
Gay night appealed to banks to 
fight inflation by holding down 
lending. It was the Board's second 
such piea in four months 

Chairman Thomas B. McCabe 
voiced the Board's concern over a 
record - smashing $5,000,000,000 
rise in bank loans since July l— 
approximate date of the Korean 
war's start : 

“With full employment, high 
level production, and rising wages 
and prices, almost everyone's 
credit appears to be good,” he said 
in a communication to the Federal 
Reserve system's 7,000 banks 

“Further expansion in bank 
credit means more dollars compet- 
ing for limited supplies of labor 
and materials Unless such expan- 
sion of credit checked it is 
bound to raise prices 

“Defense dollars wil! 
added to civilian dollars 
vetition for available goods. The 
lation’s defense needs must be 
adequately met without runaway 
prices.” 

Despite McCabe's urgent tone, 
the call for voluntary holding- 
down on loans was interpreted as 
a sign the Board has _ decided 
against an order curbing lending 
capacity at this time, but is giving 
the banks a “last warning.” 

Board members had hinted at 
the possibility of an order to raise 
reserve requirements, thereby 
“freezing” some $2,500,000,000 the 
banks otherwise would be in posi- 
tion to lend 

McCabe told the banks that 
loans which seem good by them- 
selves can still be bad from an in- 
fiationary standpoint, ; 

“Every bank has it within its 
power to make an important con- 
tribution to sound money by lim- 
iting loan extensions, and by ad- 
vising would-be borrowers to hold 
their borrowing requirements to 
the lowest limits consistent with 
their rock-bottom needs,” he said.

With their Southeastern Con- 
ference record slashed to a yet- 
respectable 3-2, the Jackets 
have a chance to finish at .600 
by beating Georgia. First, 
though, the Golden Zephyr must 
blow down Davidson, which ap- 
pears little less of a “pushover” 
than was VMI. Auburn Lam- 
beth, who lives out here in De- 
catur, will be in the class of the 
best passers Tech has faced all 
season, even Salem.

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Appeasement Is the Way to War 


~A long series of experiences with Com- 
munism since World War II has shown the 


obvious folly of appeasement. 


It cannot be repeated too often that 
Communism recognizes only one barrier to 
expansion—strength. Any willingness to 
negotiate in the ordinary sense, and as 
Americans understand the word, is mis- 
taken by the Communists for weakness. 


Had. for instance, Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
knuckled under to the Russian blockade of 
Berlin it is a practical certainty that United 
States, British and French troops would 
long ago have been driven out of the city. 
Indeed, it is possible that the Russians, 
emboldened by an initial success, now 
would be controlling all of Western Europe. 


The United States; and the United Na- 
tions, now are confronted with a delicate 
choice between appeasement of the Chi- 
nese Communists and provocation which 
might lead to war. The greater risk lies 
in appeasement. The fact that the Chinese 
flativ rejected a UN invitation--which 
should have been a summons as suggested 
by Delegate Warren Austin—to appear to 
discuss their aggression in North Korea, 
but instead arroganthy conceded to dis- 
cuss United States “aggression” concerning 
Formosa has givén Mao Tze-Tung a great 
initial advantage. 


A great many in this country and most 
of the governments represented in the UN 
seem to have become the victims of a de- 
layed fright in the matter of resisting ag- 

ression. Intervention in Korea gave the 
N the transfusion of red blood it needed 
to keep it from withering away to im- 
potence. There was great rejoicing every- 
where that at last firm action had been 
taken. It was accepted as an omen of a 


‘Impartial 
And Factual’ 


One of the more ridiculous aspects of 
McCarthyism, which may be defined as a 
reckless exploitation of the nation’s proper 
fear of Communism, was the charge by a 
lone newsman that the Associated Press 
had showh bias in reporting on McCarthy 
and the investigations in which he was a 
figure. The charge was presented at the 
national Managing Editors Convention in 
Atlanta last week. 


The gentleman who made the charge 
left himself open to the query as to 
whether or not he was interested in bias 
or concerned merely when the bias was 
not in the direction of his own bias. In 
other words, the suspicion at least exists 
that had there been great bias in favor of 
McCarthy, the person who now complains 
would have been made happy thereby. 
Until he clarifies this point the suspicion 
will remain that he is interested only in 
his own bias. 


At any rate, of all those present, he ap- 
parently was the lone person to take his 
position. The Board of Directors unani- 
mously rejected the charge, saying: 


“We have confidence that the Associ- 
ated Press serves no party, politician or 
ideology. It strives always to be objec- 
tive, impartial and factual; it succeeds in 
this endeavor so consistently that this

new era which might eventually restore 
world peace. 


But with the appearance of the Chi- 
nese Communists a general case of cold 
feet has developed. While it is true the 
designs of the Chinese are not clear, it 
obviously is to the advantage of Mao and 
Moscow that they remain that way for as 
long as possible. 

Some UN delegates are suggesting that 
Communist aggression be rewarded by 
establishing a neutral zone on the Korean 
side of the Manchurian border. There is 
talk, too, of inviting the Chinese to par- 
ticipate in extra-level discussions with 
other members of the Security Council. 

The Communist radio's quick and jeer- 
ing reply to Mr. Truman's reassurances last 
Rriday is proof enough that Mao Tze- 
Tung knows full well what he is about, 
even if we do not. 

It would not be necessary to beat our 
breasts and issue a fierce ultimatum to the 
Chinese which would be construed only as 
an invitation to war. But neither is it in 
the interests of peace to plead, with the 
contrite demeaner of a hound begging 
bread, that-the Communists just let us 
know what they want and we will deliver 
it pronto. 

If Mao is as smart as he appears to be 
he knowg@ he is in no condition to wage a 
major war. His hold on China has not 
been, and probably never can be, solidified 
as has the hold of the Kremlin on Russia. 
Only the other day five Communist offi- 
cials were assassinated in one province. 
Rebellion against Communist authority is 
a daily occurrence throughout South China. 

Nobody in his right mind wants war. 
The surest way to provoke war is appease- 
ment.

The Man Named for a Battle 


A slightiv faded clipping is a reminder that today is the anniversary of the 
birth of the late Kenesaw Mountain Landis, the man named for the battle fought 


June 27, 1864, on the heights around Marietta. 


Some legends have arisen as to 


why the great Federal judge and commissioner of baseball was so christened. 
One is that he was born at Marietta and another is that he was born on the day 


of the Battle of Kennesaw Mountain 


The facts are that Judge Landis was born 


two years after the fracas at Kennesaw and that he was not named for two years after he was 


born. 


Backing up that statement, we have the Judge's own words spoken at Kennesaw in 1940, thus: 


“lI was born on Nov. 20, 1866. in Millville, Ohio, but due to the fact that the family could agree on 


no name for me. I was two before I was named Kenesaw Mountain Landis. 


My father, Abraham 


Landis, a native of Ohio, participated in the Atlanta campaign as a member of the medical detach- 


ment of the 35th Ohio Infantry. 
soldier to the rear of the lines. 


rolled gently along, having spent most of its velocity. 


He was wounded by a spent ball while. operating on a wounded 
(At Cheatham Hill, west of Marietta.) 


A 12-pound cannon bell 
The brigade commander saw the bal! mov- 


ing toward my father, looked away, and looked back in time to see the ball strike my father’s leg. 


He fell, and upon examination it was found that the ball had shattered the bone. 


He refused to 


allow the leg to be amputated and even carried a gun to prevent its amputation.” 


That is the Judge's own explanation. Retold, 
it amounts to this: In the Battle of Kennesaw 
Mountain his father was hit on the leg by a can- 
non ball, which made such an impression on him 
that he never forgot the place. Two years after 
the battle his son was bern and two years after 
he was bern, his daddy decided to call him Kene- 
saw Mountain. The Federals spelled the name 
of the mountain with one “n.” Hence, Judge 
Landis’ first name was always spelled that way, 
too. ‘ 

(Kennesaw, so the story goes, is an English 

of the Indian word, Connesauga, first 
ee Og of a Cherokee village, now the name 
of a creek in Northwest Georgia. The Connesauga 
and the Coosawattee join near Resaca to form 
the Oostenaula.) 

As @ young man, in the 1880's, Kenesaw 
Landis climbed to the crest of “his mountain,” 
but said later that he could find no one to give 
detailed information—battle details including 
troop location. But on his 1940 trip, the National 
Park Service was on the job. B.C. Yates, then 
and now, the NPS custodian at Kennesaw, was 
there to give Judge Landis the complete picture.

The Children 


In Georgia Prisons 


Georgia, which is expecting the Legislature 

to finance a state-wide juvenile court system in 

January, still is putting children in State prisons. 

The Department of Corrections’ new report showed 166 boys and 

girls 17 years of age and under confined in prisons at the end of 

the fiscal year. The juvenile court bill passed by the General 

Assembly early this year said that youths of this age should be 
handled by special children's courts. 

Youngest prisoners were four Negro boys 14 years of age, all 
first offenders. There were six Negro boys and one white boy 
15 years of age in prison—all first offenders. There were 15 
white boys, 30 Negro boys, and two Negro girls 16 years of age 
in prison—all but two Negro boys being first offenders. There 
were 34 white boys, 51 Negro boys, two white girls and three 
Negro girls 17 years of age and all first offenders in prisons—and 
seven white boys and 11 Negro boys of this age who were “re- 
peaters.” 

Of these teen-agers confined in State prisons, two white 16- 
year-old girls and five white 16-year-old boys were sent up for 
misdemeanors—or less serious offenses—all being first offenders, 
too. Four Negro boys of 14 and four of 15—all first offenders— 
went to State prisons for these less serious offenses. Twenty-seven 
Negro boys and one Negro girl all 16 years of age were imprisoned 
for misdemeanors—and all but two of the boys were first offenders. 
In the 17-year-old group, six white girl first offenders, 19 white boy 
first offenders and one Negro gir! first offender all went to prison 
for minor offenses. The “repeaters” of this age includéd six white 
boys and 11 Negro boys. 


Probation Governor Talmadge’s juvenile court bill envisions 
the handling of most children on probation—par- 
ticularly first offenders. The plan not only would save the State 
money financially, it would prevent the prison stain on the lives 
of a large number of potentially good citizens of the future. 
Incidentally, the “criminal age” in Georgia is just above this 
juvenile level. Most felonies during the past fiscal year were 
committed by persons between the ages of 18 and 22, the report 
shows. Theré were 472 persons of this age convicted. In second 
place was the age group of 23-to-27, with 379 convictions. The 
23-to-27 age group was tops in the misdemeanor class, with 700 
convictions, followed by the 28-to-32 group with 640 convictions, 
and the 18-to-22 group with 602. 

Undoubtedly many of these young people got their start into 
serious crimes through the mishandling of juvenile offenses—mis- 
handling caused by lack of specialized children’s courts and pro- 
bation facilities.

Second President of Texas a Georgian 


Mirabeau Buonaparte Lamar was born 
in Louisville, Ga., in 1798. In 1828 he 
moved to Columbus where he founded 
The Columbus-Enquirer. Inspired by 
the Texans’ fight for independence, he 
joined their forces in 1835 and, with 
Sam Houston, commanded the revolu- 
tionists in the campaign that ended in 
the destruction of Santa Anna’s Army 
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and freed Texas from Mexican control. 
He was vice-president of the Republic 
of Texas in 1836 and was elected its 
second president in 1838. After Texas 
joined the Union he was U. S. minister 
to Argentina. Later he was minister to 
Cuba. He was the brother of Lucius 
Quintus Cincinnatus Lamar, famous 
Georgia statesman and jurist.

their children received no more food or clothes 
than men who were unable or unwilling to put 
in more than a few hours’ work a day. 


Women rebelled when ordered to cook for men 
not their husbands, or when requested to wash 
their clothes. And what about the husbands of 
women who had been set at these jobs? Their 
wives, they growled, were little better thanslaves, 
and many men declared they wouldn't permit 
their women-folk to do that kind of work. 


After months of bitter complaints, the Governor 
and chief men of the Colony came to the con- 
clusion that they were making a bad mistake. As 
Governor Bradford said, they had thought they 
were “wiser than God.” 


And so, in 1623, they turned away from gov- 
ernment dictation and gave each family a parcel 
of land for its own use.

Then whata change took place! Even the women 
went into the fields willingly, taking their chile 
dren along with them. All — men, women and 
children— planted as much corn as they felt 
they could possibly work.

Food Trend 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


NEW YORK: One of the most 
exhilarating experiences a per- 
son can have is the opportun- 
ity to sit im on a meeting of a 
great American industry such 
as this. It's the forty-second 
annual meeting of the Grocery 
Manufacturers of America. At 
this meeting executives repre- 
sent the great companies whose 
products make it possible for 
us to efijoy the high standard 
of living we have. These are 
the “life-line men of America.” 

Their business represents the 
line of essential processes be- 
tween food in the field and 
food on the table. 

is much talk of the 
present and future world situa- 
tion and its effect on your food 
and mine—price, supply, ra- 
tioning, and other controls. 

“The government does not 
favor controls over food sup- 
plies or prices and such con- 
trols if they should ever become 
necessary will be used only as 
a last resort,” said Ralph S. 
Trigg, food administrator under 
the Defense Production Act. 

“Adequate supplies are the 
best insurance against the need 
for restrictive controls and they 
are the best weapon against in- 
flation,” continued Mr. Trigg. 
“Total food production is about 
38 per cent above the average 
of the years just before World 
War Ii. One of the govern- 
ment’s most important objec- 
tives is to help farmers keep 
their production at these high 
levels and even increase it for 
meat and other commodities 
which will be in greatest de- 
mand.” : 

Another viewpoint was given 
by Dr. Marcus Nadler, profes- 
sor of finance, New York Uni- 
versity, who said “The rearm- 
ament program, as at present 
planned, will in all likelihood 
lead to a decline in the general 
standard of living. This pro- 
gram will reduce the supply of 
commodities available for civil- 
jan consumption.” Certainly 
every homemaker learned that 
from the past war. 

Dr. Nadler’s most cheerful re- 
marks were these, “In apprais- 
ing the future outlook it must 
be borne in mind that the pro- 
ductive capacity of the country 
is very great and is steadily 
mounting. Increased produc- 
tion and efficiency of labor and 
equipment are the most power- 
ful forces working against the 
inflationary trends. The sup- 


_ Ply of food is large and the rest 
| of the world is less dependent 
| on the United States 


for food 
and manufactured articles, than 
formerly. The economic re- 
habilitation of Western Europe 
has progressed more rapidiy 
than expected. Hence, not only 
is it less dependent on the Unit- 
ed States, but it can furnish us 
with vital commodities which 
only two years ago were in 
short supply. 

“It is to be hoped that the 
people of the country will real- 
ize the seriousness of the situa- 
tion confronting us and that 
they will act accordingly. If 
they do so, both inflation and 
regimentation can be 
avoided.”

Whole Wheat 
And Milk Top 
Beauty Aids 


The complexion is only one of 
many features which contribute 
to personal appearance or good 
looks. Because of popular cre- 
dulity it has been exaggerated 
out of all proportion to other 
factors of beauty. It is a toss- 
up whether the morons or the 
sophomorons (who achieve pub- 
licity in high school and col- 
lege) are the better customers 
for cosmetic nostrums. There is 
little difference between the 
moron with a 12-year I. Q. and 
a sophomoron with a 16-year 


I. Q., so far as her make-up and 
behavior indicate. 


Liberal consumption of milk 
has been associated with a per- 


fect complexion in art, litera- 
ture and folklore for centuries. 
Sharp publicity agents achieved 
nation-wide headlines for their 
musical comedy client with the 
story that she bathed in milk. 
And it is probably this associa- 
tion that accounts for the squan- 
dering of millions of dollars an- 
nually on “creams” and “skin 
foods” that purport to feed the 
face through the “pores.” 


Hokum aside, the fact re- 
mains that the best assurance 
of a good complexion is the 
consumption of not less than 
three glassfuls (114 pints) or 
still better a quart of fresh 
grade-A raw milk daily, from 
tuberculin-tested cow or cows, 
of course. 


Fresh raw grade-A milk from 
tuberculin-tested herd is the 
most nearly perfect food. Plain 
wheat, genuine whole-wheat 
flour freshly ground (it must 
be fresh, for it does not keep 
long in storage) from which 
nothing is removed in the grind- 
ing or milling, is the next best 
food. But milk alone is deficient 
in certain factors which are es- 
sential for good nutrition, 
health, vite, in child or adult; 
wheat alone is deficient in cer- 
tain other factors which are es- 
sential for good nutrition. For 
instance the protein (nitrogen- 
ous material) in wheat is what 
physiologists call “incomplete,” 
in that it lacks some of the 
amino acids the human body re- 
quiries for building material; 
but the protein in milk is ‘com- 
plete,” lacking nothing that the 
child or adult requires for build- 
ing, growth or repair. 


The combination of the two 
most nearly perfect foods, 
whole wheat from which 
nothing has been removed or 
discarded and pure fresh milk 
not doctored, homogenized, 
fortified, parboiled, pasteur- 
ized or etherwise tampered 
with, is the ideal health and 
beauty food. 


Among the vitamins which 
pure fresh raw milk supplies in 
abundance is riboflavin, former- 
ly called vitamin B-2 or vitamin 
G. It was this vitamin which 
Prof. E. V. McCollum, one of 
the world’s foremost nutrition 


authorities, said tends to “pre- |

A parting word to fatheads: | 
In words of one syllable, each | 
glassful (eight ounces) of milk | 
yields 160 calories. One who is |

to drink 12 glassfuls a day to 
prevent loss of weight, or about 
20 glassfuls to gain any weight.

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Baby Sitter 
Cgn HelpChild 
Grow Up 


By ANNE CAIN 

He was @ strong man. but he 
was reduced to jelly. His beau- 
tiful young wife quivered with 
ili-concealed distress. 

“What,” they said, as one, 
“are we going to do about the 
baby-sitter problem?” 

Not the problem of getting a 
baby sitter—but of getting one 
that the wee tyrant they called 
Junior would accept. 


Mapping out a program for. 


parents who are tired of sitting 
home night after night listening 
to the baby's sweet, even 
breathing, while not simple, can 
be done, with co-operation from 
the parents, courage on the part 
of the baby sitter, and the pos- 
sible use of earpiugs for every- 
one except the baby. 

First, choose your sitter 
carefully. Don't leok for «a 
sitter with specific qualifica- 
tions. What a young person 
lacks in experience, h. or she 
may make up for in resource- 
fulness and good humer What 
an older person may lack in 
the ability te run foot races, 
she may compensate for by 
the ability te instill calm and 
confidence and a feeling of se- 
curity. Experience does not 
mean that a sitter has a pleas- 
ant disposition, and age does 

not mean tolerance and wun- 
derstanding. 

It will be worth the effort to 
invite a desirable sitter to lunch 
or dinner, and to spend some 
time with the child on an oc- 
casion when the mother can De 
present. Present the person as 
a friend rather than a future 
guardian, If the child declines 
to be anything but hostile, try 
another sitter. 

Once a compatible person has 
been found, make plans for an 
evening out. Arrange for the 
sitter to arrive early enough to 
do something for the child in 
the regular routine of the day: 
feed him his supper, or get him 
into his night clothes. Assume 
for the child's benefit that you 
are going out with his blessing. 
Move calmly toward that end, 
no matter what reaction he pro- 
duces. Barring actual illness, 
ignore his misgivings, and when 
the time comes to leave, go. The 
chances are excellent that he 
will pull out all the stops to 
keep you at home. 


When you have reached 
your destination (the phone 
number of which you have 
of course left for the sitter), 
wait an hour before calling 
home. If the child is still se- 
riously upset. then, if your 
Plans will allow, return. But 
do not let the child believes 
that vou came home in an- 
swer to his weeping. Come in 
pleasantly, happily, with a 
“Well, we're back as we said 
we would be” air. And don't 
let yourself say, “Never 
again.” 


Instead, make definite plans 
for the next week if possible, 
and follow the same procedure 
And unless the child is really 
deeply upset, don't allow your- 
self to be brought back home. 
This is one of the earliest dis- 
ciplines you and your child, as 
a team, will face, and it is as 
important for you as for your 
child. In a morbid, self-sacrifi- 
cial way, it would be easier to 
forfeit all social engagements 
and devote five or six vears to 
each child you rear. But the 
time may come, when your 
child is too young to under- 
stand the grim realities, that 
for one reason or another you 
MUST leave him with total 
strangers. If you have made the 
transition under favorable cir- 
cumstances, with time and pa- 
tience and understanding, you 
will have helped your child one 
step on the way to emotional 
independence, which is the ul- 
| timate function of parenthood.
